Statement  of  Supervisor  Silver 

Supervisor  Silver  read  the  following  statement  and  requested 
that  it  be  included  in  the  Journal  of  Proceedings: 
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"This  afternoon  this  Board  will  consider  legislation  to  create  a 
category  known  as  domestic  partnership  for  the  employees  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.   Much  has  been  said  -  some  of  it 
greatly  misleading,  demonstrating  a  lack  of  understanding  of  the 
legislation  itself  -  so  much,  that,  as  Chair  of  the  Civil  Service 
and  General  Administration  Committee,  I  feel  the  need  to  clarify  the 
scope  of  this  legislation. 

Q:  How  much  will  this  legislation  cost  the  City? 
A:  Essentially,  nothing. 

"The  legislative  intent  is  clear.   Gay  men  and  Lesbians  and 
couples,  who  have  chosen  for  their  own  personal  reasons  not  to  enter 
into  the  covenant  of  marriage,  who  are  our  employees  -  some  of  whom 
have  enough  seniority  to  be  considering  their  retirement  -  have  not 
been  afforded  the  same  benefits  or  considerations  allowed  the  rest 
of  our  employees.   This  legislation  will  allow  these  members  of  the 
community  the  opportunity  to  spend  their  own  money  and  to  meet  the 
obligations  they  have  undertaken  with  another  person. 

"Specifically,  the  legislation  provides  that  no  benefits 
available  to  spouses  of  City  employees  will  be  denied  to  those 
domestic  partners  of  City  employees.   Those  benefits  are: 
bereavement  leave;  visitation  rights,  as  if  next  of  kin,  at  General 
Hospital  and  the  Hall  of  Justice;  equal  consideration  by  the  San 
Francisco  Housing  Authority;  and  eligibility  to  enroll  in  one  of  the 
City's  health  insurance  programs  at  their  own  cost.   (Participation 
in  the  Retirement  System  will  not  be  available  to  domestic  partners  - 
changes  in  it  would  require  a  Charter  amendment.) 

"The  greatest  concern  indicated  in  discussion  of  domestic  part- 
ners is  the  eligibility  for  health  insurance  coverage  and  the  cost 
to  the  City.   This  is  a  lavender  herring,  if  you  will  -  we  all  know 
that  no  dependant  of  any  City  employee  is  eligible  for  health  in- 
surance without  paying  for  that  coverage  -  any  domestic  partner  of  a 
City  employee  will  be  required  to  pay  for  the  cost  of  the  health 
care. 

"But  let  us  look  at  this  objection  a  little  more  closely.   Pri- 
marily, objections  raised  have  been  whether  City  employees  who 
choose  to  enroll  domestic  partners  might  do  so  only  if  the  dom- 
estic partner  was  in  neea  of  medical  care,  thus  creating  what  is 
known  in  the  health  care  field  as  "adverse  selection."   This  same 
argument  can  be,  and  probably  was  cited  for  extending  health  care 
benefits  to  the  ceremonially  married  spouses  of  City  employees  when 
that  opportunity  became  available.   Those  City  employees  who  have 
called  my  office  -  they  work  for  the  Controller,  the  Municipal 
Railway,  and  our  own  department  are  concerned  about  the  welfare  of 
their  domestic  partners,  each  of  whom  are  gainfully  employed.   At 
present,  we  have  no  scientific  or  empirical  evidence  to  indicate 
whether  City  employees  are  married  to  or  in  domestic  partnership 
with  other  members  of  the  work  force  (most  working  people  are 
covered  by  a  health  plan  where  they  work,  and  would  not  seek 
coverage  in  any  case.)   What  we  need  is  an  opportunity  co  test  the 
question  of  adverse  selection  by  permitting  this  opportunity  to 
occur,  and  at  year's  end  to  then  examine  the  results. 

"Representatives  of  various  health  insurance  providers  testi- 
fied at  the  committee  meeting.   At  the  meeting,  it  was  pointed  out 
that  single  people  subsidize  to  some  degree  the  health  benefits  of 
people  with  dependant  coverage.   Specifically,  Supervisor  Britt  is 
subsidizing  the  health  insurance  for  my  children. 
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"The  objection  raised  by  some  representatives  is  that  this  has 
never  been  done  before,  therefore  they  can't  predict  what  may  hap- 
pen.  Well,  until  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  Board  established  the 
one-way  toll,  that  had  never  been  done  either,  and  it  was  ini- 
tially received  with  a  great  amount  of  public  debate.   It  is  now 
accepted  around  the  country  as  a  model.   It  didn't  seem  to  hurt,  and 
the  lack  of  a  model  is  certainly  the  least  convincing  argument  for 
not  advancing  into  the  future. 

"The  theories  that  this  legislation  will  increase  the  City's 
budget  and  the  burden  to  other  City  departments  are  just  that, 
theories  and  nothing  more.   Even  the  registration  of  domestic 
partners  in  the  Recorder's  office  has  a  fee  that  the  Budget  Analyst 
certified  will  cover  the  expenses  incurred  by  that  office. 

"In  order  to  participate  as  a  domestic  partner,  both  people  must 
certify  that:   they  are  not  related  by  blood;  neither  is  married  nor 
related  by  marriage;  they  share  the  common  necessities  of  life  (as 
defined  by  the  State  of  California);  they  are  each  other's  principal 
domestic  partner,  and  they  must  certify  the  starting  date;  neither 
has  declared  to  any  City  department  that  they  have  another  domestic 
partner  within  the  past  six  months,  and  both  are  over  age  18.   How 
many  people  will  want  to  publicly  declare  their  domestic  partnership 
is  unknown. 

"Others  have  said  that  this  may  open  up  the  door  for  other 
individuals  to  have  access  to  health  insurance.   Perhaps  it  will 
cause  us  to  question  why  someone  should  be  denied  health  care  at 
all.   But  that  is  not  before  this  Board  right  now.   We  are  here  to 
address  the  needs  of  City  employees  who  are  members  of  responsible 
couples.   We  each  know  many  members  of  domestic  partnerships,  we 
work  with  them,  and  they  are  our  employees. 

"At  another  time  this  Board  may  want  to  address  the  needs  of 
parents,  children  over  23  and  business  partners,  as  Supervisor  Kopp 
has  suggested.   That  is  not  inappropriate,  but  the  time  is  not 
today.   Pass  this  legislation  today.   I  look  forward  to  the 
introduction  of  more  thorough  legislation  in  the  future,  and  in 
dealing  with  how  we,  as  a  society,  take  care  of  each  other's  medical 
needs. "

status  be  verified  in  the  same  or  substantially  similar 
manner . 

"The  department  may  further  require  that  the  statement  be 
given  under  oath,  under  penalty  of  perjury  or  with  some 
other  appropriate  formality,  but  only  under  circumstances 
in  which  the  department  requires  that  marital  status  be 
verified  in  the  same  or  substantially  similar  manner." 
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Supervisor  Nelder  moved  to  further  amend  to  delete  in  Section 
46.1,  on  page  1,  lines  23  and  24,  the  following:   "a.   They  are  not 
related  by  blood;",  and  "nor  are  they  related  by  marriage".   Motion 
lost  for  want  of  a  second.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 


I  want  to  advise  you  of  recent  actions  taken  to  ensure  adequate 
fire  protection  in  our  Muni  Metro  subway  tunnels. 

An  inspection  of  the  dry  standpipes  in  the  Muni  Metro  subway, 
between  Van  Ness  Station  and  the  Twin  Peaks  tunnel,  last 
Thursday  revealed  extensive  deterioration,  rendering  the 
standpipes  unable  to  carry  adequate  water  pressure  in  the  event 
of  a  fire.   Therefore,  the  Fire  Department  has  installed  charged 
hose  through  the  tunnel.   Chief  Condon  informs  me  that  in  his 
view  the  fire  hose  will  be  adequate  to  any  emergency. 

The  deteriorated  standpipes  are  those  in  the  tunnel  itself,  not 
in  the  stations,  and  I  understand  that  the  facilities  are  of  a 
different  nature  west  of  the  Castro  Station  in  the  Twin  Peaks 
tunnel.   Together  with  BART,  we  will  be  undertaking  an 
inspection  of  the  joint  BART/Muni  tunnel  equipment  east  of  Van 
Ness  to  the  Embarcadero  Station  beginning  today. 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  declared  an  emergency,  in 
accordance  with  Section  6.30  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code,  and  has  requested  the  Controller  to  reserve  $24,000  to 
permit  immediate  excavation  in  the  tunnel  to  assess  total 
damages  and  any  possible  emergency  repairs.   However,  it  appears 
that  the  standpipes  will  need  to  be  replaced,  even  while  any 
legal  questions  are  pursued  regarding  the  responsibilities  of 
BART  and  of  the  contractor  for  the  Muni  Metro  tunnel 
facilities.   I  want  to  alert  the  Board  to  the  potential  of  a 
standpipes  replacement  funding  measure  being  submitted  in  the 
near  future. 

I  am  pleased  with  the  quick  response  of  both  Muni  and  the  Fire 
Department  in  addressing  the  immediate  problem,  and  I  will  keep 
you  informed  as  additional  information  is  forthcoming  on  this 
matter.

By  Supervisor  Molinari,  that  letter  be  sent  to  the  Chief 
Administrative  Officer,  urging  his  favorable  consideration  of  a 
request  to  display  in  the  rotunda  of  City  Hall  the  1933  replica  of 
the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  Tower,  in  commemoration  of  the  55th 
anniversary  of  construction  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge. 

By  Supervisor  Kennedy,  that  City  Attorney  be  requested  to  draft 
legislation  providing  San  Francisco  workers  with  plant  closure 
protections  similar  to  those  enjoyed  by  European  and  Japanese 
workers  and  to  those  outlined  in  AB  2839,  a  bill  introduced  in  the 
1982  California  Legislative  Session.
